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INTRODUCTION 


This inventory comprises a listing of records of the United States Mint in 
the holdings of the National Archives - Mid Atlantic Region, Philadelphia, PA. 

The numbered entries (#1 through 211B) describe records that were recently 
transferred to us from the National Archives in Washington, DC, and were 
described in National Archives Preliminary Inventory NC-152, Records of the 
Bureau of the Mint , compiled by Forrest R. Holdcamper, and published in 1968. 

A few new entries (identified by numbers with letter suffixes) describe records 
which were already in the custody of the Mid Atlantic Region, but which could be 
identified as belonging to existing numbered entries. Other records already in 
Mid Atlantic Region custody have been incorporated into the appropriate existing 
numbered entry. 

Two other groups of records are only briefly described. The first is 
comprised of two cubic feet of mint records recently transferred to the Mid 
Atlantic Region from the Philadelphia Federal Records Center, but still shelved 
in Records Center space. The date span of these records is from 1957-1971. 

When the records are physically transferred to the Mid Atlantic Region, they will 
be more fully described and assigned appropriate entry numbers. 

The second group of records was recently transferred to the Mid Atlantic 
Region from the National Archives in Washington. They were identified as 
"previously undescribed records." These will also be more completely described 
and assigned entry numbers or added to existing entries, as appropriate. 

The shipments received from Washington are not yet complete: some entries 
have not been completely received, and a few discrepancies have been discovered 
between the number of voltimes recorded in Preliminary Inventory NC-152 and the 
labels affixed to volumes prepared for transfer from Washington. These will be 
resolved as soon as limited time, and staff, permit. 
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RECORDS OF THE BUREAU OF THE MINT 
RECORDS OF THE UNITED STATES MINT AT PHILADELPHIA. 1791-1971 


The Mint of the United States was established at Philadelphia by an act of 
Congress approved on April 2, 1792 (1 Stat. 246). It was vinder the supervision 
of a Director appointed by the President. When the seat of Government moved to 
Washington in 1800, the mint remained in Philadelphia. In the early years of 
operation the Director of the Mint sent his annual reports to the Secretary of 
State for transmittal to the President, but the Secretary of State gradually was 
relieved of responsibility for the supervision of the mint, and the Secretary of 
the Treasury assumed control. By 1835, the supervision of the Secretary of the 
Treasury over coinage and related operations was complete. Annual reports, 
however, continued to be made to the President until 1857. Since that date the 
reports have been made to the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Branch mints at Charlotte, NC, Dahlonega, GA, and New Orleans, LA, were 
authorized by an act of March 3, 1835. The Director of the Mint at Philadelphia, 
or of the United States Mint as it was usually called, was given supervision over 
the branch mints. He continued to direct activities at those mints and at assay 
offices and branch mints later authorized until the Bureau of the Mint was 
established in the Treasury Department on April 1, 1873. The head of the Bureau 
was appointed Director of the Mint, and he had control over all mints and assay 
offices. The Philadelphia Mint, under a Superintendent, became one of the 
several field institutions of the Bureau. 

The primary functions of the Philadelphia Mint remained unchanged by the 
establishment of the Bureau. These functions included: coinage; the assaying of 
ores, bullion, and coins; the purchase of bullion; and the melting, refining, and 
casting of precious metals into bars or ingots. Some special functions that had 
been performed only at the Philadelphia Mint also remained unchanged. These 
functions included the engraving of coinage dies; the manufacture of minor coins 
(bronze and copper-nickel alloys) , medals,. and working dies (those made from the 
originals); the recoinage of abraded coins; the manufacture of mechanical 
apparatus, such as coinage presses and scales, and of certain supplies; and the 
collecting of "specimen" coins to add to the collection in the Cabinet Room of 
gold, silver, and base metal coins of different countries. The annual assay or 
trial of coins that had taken place at the Philadelphia Mint also continued to 
be performed there. Throughout the existence of the sub-treasury system (1846- 
1920) the Philadelphia Mint also fxinctioned as a depository of public moneys. 

By an act of January 29, 1874, the execution of coinage for foreign 
governments was performed at the Philadelphia Mint and, later on, at the San 
Francisco and Denver Mints as well. 

The records of the United States Mint at Philadelphia, which are described 
in this inventory, relate to the general superintendence of the entire Mint 
Service until early in 1873 and to coinage, assaying, and other operations of the 
Philadelphia Mint from 1794, when coinage was begun. There are three kinds of 
records: correspondence, operating records, and housekeeping records. A few 
records have been retained by the mint, on a loan basis, for display purposes. 
Most of these display items (about 30) are letters received or drafts of replies 
sent during the period 1793-1862. Others include a warrant book, 1793-1817; a 
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jouimal, 1794-1826; a blotter of receipts and expenditures, 1794-96; and letter 
books (2 volumes), 1795-1831, 


CORRESPONDENCE. 1792-1910 

1 GENERAL CORRESPONDENCE. 1792-1899 75 ft. 

This series, with the exception of 10 framed docvunents (described below), 
was assembled during the Works Progress Administration (WPA) project in the late 
1930's. Parts of several separate series of letters were brought together, 
flattened, repaired, and filed in chronological order. Other parts of the 
original series formed other new series, such as the one described in entry 3. 
The correspondence consists of letters received from private persons and 
Government officials and of drafts or press copies of letters sent in reply. The 
correspondence dated before 1873, when the Bureau of the Mint was established, 
relates to the general superintendence of the Mint Service; the correspondence 
dated after 1873 relates only to operations at the Philadelphia Mint. 
Interspersed among the letters of the early period are vouchers, receipts, 
drafts, and orders for coins. The letters received for the early years, bearing 
file numbers on the reverse side, were recorded in a register that is described 
in entry 209. Some of the letters described in entry 2 are closely related. The 
correspondence is arranged chronologically. 

Included are five envelopes containing letters selected by WPA personnel 
because of their intrinsic value. One envelope contains a manuscript account of 
coinage in Great Britain, which is entitled “An Account of Gold & Silver Monies 
Coyned Since the 20th Day of July 1660"; the latest date in this account is 1755, 
and a notation in the front of the manuscript indicates that it was purchased by 
Mint Director J. R. Snowden for the Mint Library. Typewritten lists of the 
contents of each envelope are available in the National Archives. 

In this series there are also microfilm copies of two volumes of fair 
copies of letters sent by the Director of the Mint, 1795-1824, the originals of 
which are at the Philadelphia Mint. 

The 10 framed documents mentioned in the first paragraph of the entry 
include a copy of a Resolution of Congress relating to the establishment of the 
mint, dated March 3, 1791, and several documents of the 1820*s relating to the 
procurement of a duplicate of the Imperial Standard Troy Pound of Great Britain 
(such as letters of Albert Gallatin, who was American Minister at London, and a 
statement of October 13, 1827, signed by President John Quincy Adams.

Chiefly letters from and drafts of replies to Mathew R. Boulton of the 
Boulton Mint, a private institution in England, which supplied the United States 
Mint with copper. The letters dated after 1808 are signed "M. Robinson Boulton." 
Included are a letter of January 1, 1843, from the agent of the Soho Mint (the 
Boulton Mint) to the Director of the Philadelphia Mint relating to mint 
operations after the death of Mr. Boulton, and a report of May 15, 1836, from the 
Philadelphia assayers regarding the use of silver tokens for currency and 
referring to the Boulton Mint. Originally this series was a part of the 
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correspondence described in entry 1. The correspondence is arranged 

chronologically. For copies of other letters sent to Mr. Boulton, see entry 3.

OPERATING RECORDS. 1794-1961 
Records of the Annual Assay Commissions. 1817-73 

The act of April 2, 1792 that established the United States Mint also 
authorized the Chief Justice of the United States, the Secretary and the 
Comptroller of the Treasury, the Secretary of State, and the Attorney General of 
the United States to make an annual inspection of coins executed at the mint. 
The annual inspection of coins, however, was delegated in 1801 to the district 
judge of Pennsylvania, the United States Attorney for the District of 
Pennsylvania, and the Commission of Loans for the State of Pennsylvania. An act 
of January 18, 1837 also authorized the President to designate such other persons 
as he mi^t choose to witness the "annual trial." The act of February 12, 1873 
establishing the Bureau of the Mint continued the annual assay “to secure a due 
conformity in the gold and silver coins to their respective standards of fineness 
and weight." The Assay Commissioners, appointed by the President, were required 
to meet annually in February at the Philadelphia Mint "to examine and test . . 
the fineness and weight of the coins reserved by the several mints for this 
purpose." 

In addition to the records of the commission described below, other records 
relating to the Annual Assay Commissions are among headquarters records of the 
Bureau of the Mint, which are described in Preliminary Inventory NC-152.
